Notes (v3): 


1. This Order of Battle represents the peacetime New Zealand Army as of 1 August 1914. The primary 
source document for this is the British official Quarterly Army List for October-December 1914, noted as 
corrected to October 1914 for New Zealand. The OB includes combat (infantry/cavalry/artillery) and 
combat support (engineer/signal) units only. 


2. A small contingent comprised the Permanent Forces, which consisted of the New Zealand Staff Corps 
and the Royal New Zealand Artillery. The remainder comprised the Territorial Force, filled by 
universal military training since 1911. Most units have subordinate companies or squadrons located in 
various towns as depicted in the Army List. The OB shows only the regimental headquarters location. 


3. Mounted rifle regiments have four squadrons unless noted here: the 4" & 9" regiments have 5 
squadrons each. 


4. Infantry regiments have a total of four line infantry companies each unless noted here: 
The 1* 3 & 4" regiments each have 4 line companies plus 2 coast defense infantry companies; 
The 13" regiment has 4 line companies plus 1 coast defense infantry company. 


5. Field Artillery “Brigades” are battalion-size organizations - thus are not shown in bold type. 
6. Abbreviation: N.Z.E. — New Zealand Engineers. 


7. The pre-war scheme for employment of the Army envisioned a Field Force being formed in each of the 
four Military Districts. Each Field Force was essentially to be a mixed division, consisting 1 mounted 
rifle brigade, 1 infantry brigade, 1 artillery brigade of 2 field batteries, 1 engineer field squadron, 1 signal 
company, and assorted logistical and medical units. In the event, New Zealand initially deployed units in 
combination with Australians to form the New Zealand & Australian Division for Gallipoli. One 
company or squadron was chosen from each peacetime New Zealand regiment to form this contingent. 
Eventually the New Zealand Division (infantry) was formed to fight on the Western Front, and New 
Zealand mounted units helped form the ANZAC Mounted Division which fought in Palestine. 
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
